uarrell he had received thoſe ſore buffetings : it was fit ſhe 
ould fee what a martyr he was for her ſake. There he lay 
about ten dayes in a ſad condition, but the joy of Mrs. Zones 
company made him forget his paine, and ſpeeded the cure, 
which elſe might have been dangerous. Amongſt them, (to 
ſalve his reputation) they give out, that a horſe had thrown 

him downe, and trampled upon him.
